Says the Republican Party is Mort- 
gaged'to the'Trusts. Wants the 


Filipinos to Have Promise of In. 


dependence Like Cubans, 
. 
Clubs Organized. 


Columbus, O., July 8.—The Ohio as- 


sociation of Democratic clubs was or- 
ganized yesterday, with General E. B. 
Finley of Btt'cyrus as permanent chair- 
man and Charles L. Swain of Cincinnati, 
secretary. 
About 100 delegates were 


present. 
The resolutions adopted re- 


affirm allegiance to the Chicago plat- 
form, and ' ojBBianu the rcaominatioa of 
that fearless champion of the Democracy 
and the people's rights, William Jen- 
nings Bryan." 


A thousand persons attended the dollar 


dinner given by the Young Men's Dem- 
ocratic club of Columbus, in the Audi- 
torium last night. 
The affair was 


strictly Democratic in its simplicity, all 
classes being represents*! 


Th-e chief guest was ^filliam J. Bryan, 


at the table with whom were seated C. 
T. Callahan and George F. Williams of 
Massachusetts, Judge Tarrtn of Ken- 
tucky, Allen W. TJiurman of Columbus, 
the toastmaster, and a number of others 
prominent in state politics. The en- 
trance of Mr. Bryan was greeted with 
liberal applause. 


Christopher T. Callahan of Massachu- 


setts was the first speaker, responding to 
the toast "The Issues." He dwelt par- 
ticularly upon in ,-• erialism, trusts an& 
free silver as the leading issues in 1900. 


Judge Tarvin of Kentucky responded 


to the toast "Party amd Principle." 


When Mr. Bryan was Introduced there 


•was another outburst of applause that 
continued for several minutes. 


Mr. Bryan said in part:-* "I congratu- 


late the club upon, toavijig declared in 
emphatic terms tha^ there shall be no 
retreat from the position taken by the 
Democratic party in, 1896. The Chicago 
platform applied Jesffersonian principles 
to the questions then before the country. 
Every plank in that platform was a 
Democratic plartk, and not one plant 
could be taken from the platfortn with- 
out injury to the party'? chances of euc- 
>eessv " Sometimes, we hear a-suggestion" 
tihat the silver plank sihouldi be dropped 
or amended, but as a rule those who 
threaten to ,get off the platform are really 
the persons who were never on the plat- 
torm. Those who aided in the adoption 
of the Chicago platform are still true to 
its principles, and a multitude of those 
who were opposed to its adoption, have 
been converted to it within tlhe last three 
years. 


"The money question is neither dead 


nor sleeping-. .Can the gold standard be 
regarded as satisfactory when a repre- 
sentative president sent a commission to 
Europe to secure aid in getting rid of it? 
Every argument made in favor of an in- 
ternational agreement is a condemnation 
of the gold standard. The failure of the 
commission to secure foreign aid in the 
restoration of the bimetallism ia con- 
clusive proof that we must act alone if 
"We expect relief from monometallism, 
while the refusal of our opponents to 
suggest any other ratio is evidence that 
16 to 1 is the only rTLtio at which bi- 
metallism is possible. 


"The trust question Is not a new one, 


and yet it has grown in interest and 
Importance because the trusts have 
grown in number. 
Attorney General 


Grigga is reported as saying if anything 
is done to control the trusts, it must be 
done by the states. No one who has ex- 
amined this subject will believe that 
state legislation is sufficient. 
The fed- 


eral government must deal .with the 
trust as soon as its pernicious influence 
extends beyond the limits of the state 
In which it is organized. 


"The president, through the attorney 


general, can enforce the law now in ex- 
istence. 
If the law is not sufficient, he 


can recommend laws which are suf- 
ficient; " if the constitution will not per- 
mit the extinguishment of trusts, he can 
recommend an amendment to the con- 
stitution, conferring upon the federal 
government ample power to enable the 
government to destroy the monopoly 
principle in-industry. The Republican 
party, through its administration, could 
extinguish its trusts if it desired to do 
so. 
It is powerless to deal with the 


question because it mortgaged itself to 
the trusts to obtain the money necessary 
to carry the last election. 


"When the methods employed in the 


last election are understood, no one need 
•wonder that the attorney general is un- 
disturbed by the watering ot stock, the 
discharge of travelling men and the ex- 
tortion practiced on the consumer." 


The latter part of Mr. Bryan's speech 


was devoted to imperialism, with this 
conclusion: 


"Let us give the Filipinos the same 


assurance of independtnce that we have 
given to the Cubans. 
Let us assure 


them of our intention of estabishing a 
stable government, which, when estab- 
lished, will be their government, not 
ours." 


"Let us assure them that we shall 


stand by them like an elder brother, and 
Bay to other nations: 'Hands off.v Let 
this republic work out its destiny." 


George F. Williams of Massachusetts 


was the last speaker, his toast being 
"The Eastern Democracy." 


What Wilf Pingree Say to Thil? 


New York, July 8.—The Tlmee says: 


Before his departure from the city yes- 
terday, Secretary of War Alffor denied 
the existence of any political combina- 
tion between Governor Pln^re* and him- 
self. ' "There can be," *« said, "no 
political combination between Governor 
Pingree and myself, because It would 
be impossible for me, while a member of 
the cabinet to form one with anybody 
who ia not in perfect accord with the 
president's policy, as Governor Pinfre* 
is known not to be.

AMAZING VITALITY? 


BULLETS AND SHELLS COULDN'T KILL 


JOHN PETERS. 


DUcharged From the Service ma m Hope- 


less Cripple. Be Recovered and Bft-en- 
listed — Saved by a Noble Foe OB the 
Field at CUaiicellorsvllle. 
"Among the numerous instances of 


remarkable endurance and wonderful 
vitality of wounded soldiers that I had 
knowledge of during the late war," said 
a former hospital attendant, "I recall 
none so remarkable as that of John Pe- 
ters. At the battle of Ball's Bluff he 
was a member of the Forty-second New 
York regiment. He was badly wounded 
in the hip, and he fell on the field. 
While he lay there another ball frac- 
tured his right knee joint. Utterly help- 
less, he was trampled beneath the feet 
of the contesting soldiers until the close 
of the engagement and was then taken 
prisoner to Richmond. 'He remained 
there four months, when he was ex- 
changed and sent with other wounded 
to the Philadelphia hospital I was an 
attendant there. Peters' wounds had 
been so carelessly attended to that he 
was worse off, if anything, than when 
he was first wounded. We did the best 
we could for him, but he was in such 
shape when able to leave the hospital 
that he was discharged from the service 
as permanently disabled. 


"Some months afterward I was trans- 


ferred to a hospital at Washington and 
was there when the battle of Chancel- 
lorsville was fought. Two weeks after 
that engagement a number of soldiers 
who had been wounded there were 
transferred from the hospital at Acquia 
Creek to the Washington hospital. 
Among the most desperately and appar- 
ently hopelessly wounded of these I 
was amazed to discover John Peters, 
the soldier who' had left the Philadel- 
phia hospital to pass officially as a life- 
long cripple. When he was at last able 
to tell his story, I was still more 
amazed. After being discharged from 
the service as permanently disabled he 
had placed himself in charge of a noted 
surgeon of that day and after some 
months was made almost as sound as he 
ever was. At any rate he was able to 
re-enlist,' which he did in She One Hun- 
dred and Fifteenth Pennsylvania and 
became orderly sergeant of his com- 
pany. At Chancellorsville he was shot 
in the right thigh, the bullet causing a 
compound fracture, and almost at the 
same moment a minie ball struck him 
in the left hip and lodged there against 
the bone. He fell and attempted to rise. 
As he raised his head he was hit by a 
flying piece of shell, which fractured 
his skull and knocked him senseless. 
'' When Peters regained consciousness, 


his regiment had taken another posi- 
tion, and he lay there between two rak- 
ing fires, bullets, cannon balls and shells 
whizzing over him for hours, until at 
last lie managed to drag himself a few 
yards away to the bank of a stream 
where there were bushes. Grasping a 
bush, he,pulled himself over the bank 
and let himself down into the water, 
waist deep, which relieved his pain 
Our troops retreated soon after that, 
and the Confederate army swept by 
where Peters hung. After it had passed 
Peters endeavored to draw himself out 
of the stream to the bank, in hope that 
he might be picked up, but he found 
that the bush to which he clung, while 
sufficient to support him as he crouched 
in the water, was not stiff enough to 
bear his weight in efforts to pull him- 
self up on the bank. There was a bush 
just below him evidently strong enough 
to enable hi™ to accomplish his pur- 
pose, but it was out of his reach, arid if 
he released his hold on the bush that 
was supporting him to make the at- 
tempt to reach the stronger one he knew 
he would drop helpless in the stream 
and drown, 


'•While he was thus facing death he 


saw a movement on the bank, and the 
next moment an emaciated face with a 
deathlike pallor on it appeared over the 
edge. It was the unmistakable face of a 
badly wounded Confederate soldier who 
was dragging himself to the water. The 
sunken eyes fell on Peters, and the 
owner of them must have comprehend- 
ed instantly Peters' peril, for he dragged 
his body forward and, placing both 
hands on the bush that Peters longed 
for, bent it down toward his helpless 
foe and gasped: 
" 'Huyh, Yank, grab it!' 
"The bush dipped so close to Peters 


that he summoned all the little strength 
he had left, let go the bush he was hold- 
ing to and grabbed at the other one. He 
caught it. It withstood his weight, and 
after a long and painful struggle he 
pulled himself by it to the top of the 
bank. As soon as he could recover 
breath enough he turned to the wound- 
ed Confederate, who lay quiet on the 
bank, to thank him- for his kindness. 
The man was dead. His dying breath 
was spent in saving the life of a foe. 


"Two days Peters dragged himself 


about that bloody field of battle before 
succor reached him. He had been re- 
ported dead in the list. He was sent to 
the Acquia creek hospital, but 11 days 
passed before his wounds were dressed. 
His case being decided to be hopeless, 
he was sent to the hospital at Washing- 
ton. 
He was there a month, during 


which it was expected hourly that he 
would die, so desperate was his case. 
But he did not die, and I heard subse- 
quently, having quit the hospital serv- 
ice, that he had been discharged from 
the hospital so much restored in health 
that he was preparing for a third en- 
listment. Whether he did enter the 
service again I never knew."—New 
York Sun.

PATHETIC INTERVIEW 


Tragic Meeting of Captain Drey- 


fus and His Wife. 


RECEIVED HEE COLDLY AT HRST. 


Tlielr Conversation Seemit to Indi- 


cate That WUeii Dreyfua Returned 


' to France HU Blind Wa» Slightly

From relatives and friends of Mme. 


Dreyfus I have obtained details of her 
Interview with her husband the other 
day at Itennes, France, and can cable 
what is probably the only accurate ac- 
count of the iirst meeting, says the 
New York AVorld's correspondent. 


When the cell door opened for Mme. 


Dreyfus and her companion, Mme. 
Havet, a captain of the guard was or- 
dered to witness und hear everything. 
Mme. Dreyfus flew to her husband with 
a single piercing cry, "Alfred!" 


She clasped him in her arms. Drey- 


fus made no answer— no step forward. 
He remained passive In her embrace, 
looking down ou the head of his wife

sobbing against Ms breast. There were 
still between them the barrier of four 
years of exile and agony such as, per- 
haps, no other living man has endured. 
While pushing his wife back gently to 
look at her face, Dreyfus said: 


"Well, yes, I am here. I am not 


much better than a corpse, but here I 
am." 
- ;, 


He then walked away without kiss- 


ing her. 
He began to pace up and 


down the cell, his hands behind bis 
back. He looked at the guard who 
was present and seemed furious at the 
spying. Surprised by his strange, cold 
attitude, his poor wife stood where she 
was abandoned, in the middle of the 
room, absolutely dumfonnded. 
She 


clasped her shaking hands. She looked 
as if her heart was breaking. It was 
pitiful to see her. 


The guard, who had withdrawn to 


a corner of the cell, Mme. Havet and 
the others were amazed by the cold, 
strange attitude of Dreyfus and al- 
most overcome by the suffering of his 
wife. Tho prisoner paced with the pre- 
cision of prison cell habit. After a time 
he sank into a chair. Mme. Dreyfus 
threw herself on her knees before him, 
clasped her arms about his neck, im- 
ploring him repeatedly: 


"Alfred, look at me! Don't you know 


me?" she cried. 


The eyes of the blanched, gray man 


did not turn. . 


"Alfred, Alfred, look at me!" she re- 


peated over and over again. "Don't 
you recognize me? I am Lucie, Lucia 
—yonr wife." 


• Dreyfus answered: 


"Of course I recognize you," he re- 


plied at last. "I am sick, not insane." 


Mme. 
Dreyfus melted into a par- 


oxysm of tears and sobs. 


The man • slowly touched her eyes. 


His fingers • were wetted with tears. 
He took her head between his hands, 
and then be kissed her- several times. 
Not much was said. Mme. Dreyfus 
could not see him enough. She passed 
her hands gently over his face as if 
she would smooth out the marks made 
there by his long torture. She kissed 
bis bands and held them close to her 
cheeks. His past agony was plainly 
Imprinted upon his face. 
She cried 


ceaselessly, making visible effort to 
control herself and biting her handker- 
chief. The tension of her body showed 
how severe .was the struggle. ' ' 


There was little conversation for 


some time. Four years of almost ab- 
solute silence had made connected 
speech little more than a memory to 
him. 
He seemed to have forgotten 


how to utter his thoughts or to realize 
the necessity of uttering'them. Mme. 
Dreyfus and Mine. Hav'et were intense- 
ly distressed by the state of his mind. 
Questions bad to-be repeated several 
times. 
Often he spoke quite beside 


the question, giving no sign of under- 
standing, as if his thought was far 
away. Nevertheless he had very lucid 
moments. 


He spoke little, often snappishly. 


From certain of his statements Mme. 
Dreyfus and Mme. Havet inferred that 
he had been poisoned against bis fam- 
ily. 'He accused his relatives of hav- 
ing neglected him. He has not the 
faintest conception of what they have 
done for him, of the importance his 
case has acquired and that tbe atten- 
tion of ttoe entire world t» teed upon 
him. Captain Dreyfus believed that 
Faure,,,was, still president of France. 
He considered his return .the result of 
ordlnaryl,proceedings and supposed it 
was easily obtained. 


He declared that he would have been 


back long'ago had his wife taken suffi- 
cient interest in him.

fight for his life. He believed that ev- 
erybody recognized his innocence and 
that the-Henries trial is a mere formal- 
ity.

When a gendarme informed him"'that 
the interview was over at the expira- 
tion of an hour and a quarter, he cried:

Following is a copy of a letter sent 


by Mme. Dreyfus to relatives in Paris: 


"It will break my heart to see him. 


What have they done to him that .he 
should be so different? I fear it will 
take a long' time to cure the poor 
martyr. His,universal suspicions are 
far worse than any bodily ailment. 
His' mind is bruised, like a poor, 
hounded creature, turning against all 
who approach. At first he seemed to 
hate, at least distrust, even me. When 
he surprised my eye looking Upon the 
ravages in his face, he sneered: 'I 
haven't grown pretty, have I? You 
left me there a long while and it is a 
hard place.' 


"He doesn't realize bow unjust he is, 


for he is ignorant of siir struggle. 
It 


is heartbreaking. to hear him. We 
shall have to tell him his own history 
little by little. The world was never 
darker than when I left after my first 
interview. 
In the afternoon I found 


him befter and kinder. He made me 
sit near hira, witb his arm around me. 
The first thing he said was: 'Lucie, 
I was unjust and cruel this morning; 
forgive me. I have suffered so much 
that sometimes I am not myself. But 
you, too, have suffered.' 


"He was quite as somber as ever, 


yet a little after he startled me by 
asking • abruptly, 'Are both children 
dead?' 


"I cried, 'Why, no! What makes you 


ask that?' 


" 'They did not come to see me,' 


he answered. 'I thought perhaps they 
were dead and that you were conceal- 
ing it out of pity for me. Why are you 
in mourning?' 


"I said 'Alfred, I have been this way 


since you went from us.' 


"Then he took me fondly in his arms, 


saying, 'Mon bon auge' ('My good an- 
gel'). But again, as I was telling him 
all about the children, how the little 
baby had grown, he interrupted mo 
sharply, 'So they wouldn't come?' I 
bad to explain all over again. He is 
very suspicious and apparently very 
Insecure in his mind, but from the im- 
provement made in my two visits I 
feel that the better climate, company 
and our love, which he shall feel con- 
stantly near him, will effect a rapid 
change.

NEW PLAN TO FIND THE POLE 


A. C. Jackson Proposes to Use Ships, 


Reiuder and Telephone Line. 


The latest and most novel scheme 


for getting to the north pole has been 
suggested by A. C. Jackson of Seattle, 
Wash., president of the Alaska Geo- 
graphical society,' and he says that the 
proposition is going to be presented by 
himself to the. international geograph- 
ical congress that meets in Berlin the 
latter part of September. 


His idea is to s.tart from some point 


on the north coast of Alaska with three 
ships, loaded and provisioned for a 
five years' cruise, sail as far north as 
possible and then tie the vessel fast to 
the floating ice and drift as near the 
pole as possible, says the Chicago 
Tribune. 


Then he proposes to unload a herd of 


reindeer that is aboard the ships and 
start overland for the arctic Mecca, 
unreeling behind a spool of copper wire, 
for the purpose of keeping in constant 
telephonic communication with the 
men aboard the vessels and to serve 
as gnule to return after the pole is 
reached. 


Rode a 'Wheel Aronnd the Earth. 
Arthur F.Cary rode into Lynn, Mass., 


at 9:45 o'clock the other morning, going 
there from Boston and- completing a 
tour of the world on a wheel. He rode 
from Lynn on June 1,1890, and crossed 
the continent. He secured employment 
In San Francisco, and in October, 1897, 
left from Tacoma, Wash., for Japan. 
Thence he wheeled through China, 
and at Hongkong took passage for Aus- 
tralia, riding across that continent and 
finding employment at Melbourne. 
Leaving there in March, 1899, he rode 
through Egypt, Italy, Switzerland, 
France, England, Ireland and Scot- 
land. 
He 'sailed on board the New 


England for the United States, arriv- 
ing at Boston the other day, when he 
completed his round the world ride by 
wheeling over the marshes, to Lynn, 
with a record of 12,500 miles ridden on 
one wheel and 18,000 miles traveled by 
sea, says the Boston Transcript.

The father then 
takes some water in a cocoanut-shell 
and throws it over them. Continuing 
the ceremony, he takes each by the 
neck and bumps them together several 
times, and they are then adjudged to 
be duly married.

trogression in England," written for the 
Protectionist, formerly The Home Mar- 
ket Bulletin. Mr. Chappell works out 
from the statement of Sir Johni Goest 
minister of education, who said recently 
in the house of commons that "there 
are today in our public elementary 
schools thousands of little 
white 


slaves." The law insisting on the edu- 
cation! of every child is practically a 
dead letter. One-fifth of the child pop- 
ulation is away from school. And this 
is due to the; "greed of some parents 
and the indifference of others." Police 
magistrates do not enforce the educa- 
tion act and all premiums for attend- 
ance offered, by teachers have little 
effect. The half-time work system and 
child-labor are institutions too strong 
for educational influences to overcome. 


"One million out of flve and a half 


million children slip through our fin- 
gers." There are at least "70,000 of the 
factory half-timers" and "100,000 more 
ere employed outside of the purview of 
the education act." Here are reports 
of examples taken from the public rec- 
ords: 


"A child under six years of age work- 


Ing in a brickfield, and earning 75 cents 
a week— the amount of the wage show- 
ing that the poor little1 mite's work was 
serious — for we do not throw away 75 
cents in frugal England; a little girl 
under six carrying rnilk around for 33 
hours a week; another baby also under 
six engaged as a nursemaid for 29 hours 
a week at a wage of 2d. (four cents) a 
week and her food!" 


"The following is the case of a girl 


of eleven years setting out to her work 
on a bitterly cold January morning: 
The child rose at 5 a. m., and walked 
through the frost and snow nearly two 
miles to the mill. Work started at six 
o'clock and continued until 8.30 a. m., 
when there was an interval for break- 
fast, the child not leaving the mill. At 
9 o'clock work again until 12.30 and 
•then dinner in the mill. At twenty 
minutes past one o'clock the child 
trudged off to school." 


This tells the story of the half-timfr 


and the child who labors outside the 
requirements of the education act. It 
also gives a weighty reason for the 
coming to us of a large number of im- 
migrants from the British Isles. "We 
do not throw away 75 cents in frugal 
England." No. They are too hard to 
obtain, so hard that the human being 
must work from the cradle to the grave 
to get enough of them to keep body and 
soul together. As the Irishman once 
eaid, they are working themselves to 
death trying to earn a living. 


And they came to America to better 


their' condition. The word "America" 
comes like a benediction to thousands 
In the British Isles. Those who have 
rot experienced it or witnessed it can- 
not understand, but to many, many 
eouls in many parts of the British Isles, 


are 
notably in Glasgow, Leeds, Sheffield, 
and London, and but few expiring 
franchises are renewed."—"Municipal 
Franchises," by Edwin Burritt Smith, 
in Self Culture. 


"You may not kuov.- that in. China the 


majority of the firecrackers with which 
we celebrate our day of national inde- 
pendence are made by the Chinese in 
their homes. Contractors for fireworks 
give each man a certaia amount of 
powder, and that must be made into a 
given number of crackera The pa,per 
used in the manufacture he buys; him- 
self—and paper1 ia not a cheap com- 
modity in China.

"Today, if the new regulation recently 


made by the board of control is put in 
force, there is likely to be a rebellion 
and riot amonp the convicts of the peni- 
tentiary at Anamosa, Ia. The regula- 
tiori cuts down the weekly ration, of 
tobacco one-half and substitutes but- 
ter. To the unitiated it may not seem 
like a serious exercise of tyranny to re- 
duce a man's tobacco and make it up 
to him in butter; but to the class of 
men who become inmates of penal in- 
stitutions it is a severe hardship. But- 
ter is merely a luxury that may make 
prison fare a little more palatable, but 
fare is fare at best or worst. Tobacco 
is something more, and in circum- 
stances of enforced restraint more vital. 
It is a philosophy and religion, and con- 
solation and home and friends. It re- 
conciles the convict to his hard fate 
and bids him hope. So when called 
upon to surrender that his lot isi hard 
indeed. A similar order prohibiting the 
use of tobacco was issued some years 
ago in "Wisconsin, and ten years ago it 
was tried in Kansas, The convicts won 
in both instances and in the present 
case they can make no end of trouble 
if they choose to follow the precedents 
with which they are do-ubtlesa very fa- 
miliar. Better are four ounces of to- 
bacco a week with contentment than 
butter and hatred therewith.

"Elated at his successes (in gather- 


ing an insurgent army,) Aguinaldo had 
proclaimed himself president oE the 
Filipino republic, and established ex- 
ecutive and legislative departments, 
his evident intention being to secure 
complete and independent control of 
the islands. Through the efforts of one 
of my staff officers I was able to gain 
some knowledge of the personal attri- 
butes of Aguinaldo and his so-called 
cabinet. Aguinaldo was described to 
me as thoroughly honest and sincere; 
not well educated, but a natural leader 
of men, and possessing considerable 
shrewdness and ability. He was very 
popular among the common people, 
who had implicit confidence in him; 
but the opinion among the better 
classes was that he had not sufficient 
education or experience to make a 
suitable president. He was at one time 
governor of a small town in one of the 
provinces, and it is said that he was 
formerly a school teacher.. The position 
of secretary of state was at this time 
being held open for a prominent native 
citizen, Arellano, reputed to be the 
foremost lawyer of the islands. He was 
not at Manila at this- time; although the 
had been repeatedly sent for, he could 
not get through the Spanish lines. He 
was reported to be an avowed annex- 
ationist, who had little faith in the 
ability of the Filipino people to- gov- 
ern themselves.^ Next .to Aguinaldo in 
point of popularity was one Mariona 
Trias, secretary of the treasury. He 
had been vice-president of a former 
revolution. A former schoolmaster, a 
cousin of Aguimildo, and a man of lit- 
tle or no ability", was secretary of 'war; 
and the secretaries of the navy and of 
the interior were reported to me as 
honest, capable* men. Aguinaldo had 
gathered about-.him as personal ad- 
visors and councilors quits a number 
of efficient men,, principally lawyers, 
more or less qualified, naturally or by 
education, to fill the positions assigned 
to them.

Some of the newspapers of the Teller 
element of the republican party, which 
went into the Bryanite coalition after 
Teller's secession from the republicans 
in 1896, are advising'their friends to 
say nothing about silver the coming 
canvass. On tb<e other hand, the Bour- 
bons, under the lead of Jones, Altgeld, 
Bryan, Stone and George Fred Wil- 
liams, urge their side to stick to silver. 


The trouble with the democracy is 


that it is certain to be beaten, no mat- 
ter what program it adopts. The set of 
"principles" urged by thfe Indianapolis 
editor are, of course, absurd. When the 
democrats had entire control of 
j the 


government during half of• Cleveland's 
second term they made no attempt to 
frame any anti-trust legislation. In the 
campaign at the end of Cleveland's 
term the democracy leagued itself .with 
the most vicious trust which has ap- 
peared in this country, the silyer trust.

fronted with its record when it framed 
the "perfidy and dishonor" tariff of 
1894, which looked carefully after the 
interests of several of the trusts, tho 
sugar schedule of which was drawn up 
by Haverneyer, of the sugar trust.

"We know now a good aeal more about 
the wrongs suffprcd by the Uitlanders 
in Johannesburg than we did at the 
Umn of the Jameson, raid, when Ameri- 
can sympathies were enlisted for the 
Boers. The truth is that the principle. 
which lay at the foot of our o\vn revo- 
lution, the principle that taxation with- 
out representation is unendurable, has 
never been more glaringly violated 
than it now is in the Transvaal. The 
Uitlanders, as the British, American 
and German emigrants are called, con- 
stitute a majority of the population 
of the South African republic, and pos- 
sess nineteen-twentieths of its taxa- 
ble property. They furnish almost all 
thel public revenues of tho common- 
wealth, yet have no voice in the ap- 
plication of them. 
Such a position 


would be revolting to men accustomed 
to free institutions, even if the des- 
potism, tpi which, they were forced to 
submit, were intelligently directed. As 
a matter of fact, the transport of nec- 
essary commodities is impeded by in- 
ordinate duties, and "the vital indus- 
tries of the Transvaal, gold-mining, is 
shackled by the government monop- 
oly of dynamite, which compels the 
miner to pay double the market price 
for that indispensable article. Innum- 
erable, indeed, are the exactions and 
annoyances -which the Uitlanders are 
obliged to bear, and the conviction is 
no'v widespread throughout South Af- 
rica that their political servitude must 
cease. This conviction isi shared by 
many even, of the Dutch burghers in 
the Orange Free State and of the-'Dutch 
landowners in the Cape Colony and in 
Natal. There is, therefore, much less 
danger than there was two years ago, 
that an1 attempt on, the part of England 
to coerce the Pretoria government into 
the adoption of franchise reforms will 
cause ag eneral race war. As to Eng- 
land's ability to bring the South Af- 
rican republic to terms, there is, of 
course, no doubt whatever. Even after 
the defeat of a detachment at Majuba 
Hill, the British forces were strong 
enough to subjugate the Transvaal, had i 
Mr. Gladstone permitted them to cany ] 
out the intended operations. The indi- i 
vidual Boer is a good sharpshooter, but 
he has no military training, and he 
will not face artillery and Gatling guns 
in the field. A single demonstration of 
the efficiency of modern, military _ap- j 
paratus would probably suffice. This is I 
a lesson, however, which the average | 
Boer has yet to learn; consequently, it ii 
is extremely difficult for President Kru- 
ger, who, for his part, understands the 
situation, to persuade his countrymen 
to avert a war by •u ell-timed and ex- 
tensive concessions. President Kruger 
is well aware that the commonwealth 
of which ha is the head, is feeble, 
not only materially, but morally, having 
now lost the sympathies of foreign na- 
tions', which it commanded a few years 
ago. The United States are now per- 
suaded that the Jameson, raid, al- 
though, of course, not for a moment 
to be justified, was provoked by the in- 
tolerable oppression experienced at Jo- 
hannesburg, and intelligent Germans 
view with disgust the persistent re- 
fusal of the Boers to remove the griev- 
ances which call for tho interposition 
of their British suzerain. As things are 
now, 
the South African, republic has 


not a single friend among1 the States 
represented in the conference at The 
Hague, unless it be Holland, -which is 
impotent."—Collier's Weekly.

ELECTRIC LIGHT IMPROVEMENTS 


125 New Long Burning Arc Lamps To 


Be Put In. 


The North Adams electric light com- 


pany has decided to make a notable im- 
provement in the lights 'furnished to the 
places of business in the city, by sub- 
stituting for the arc lights now in use 
the new enclosed long burning: arc 
lights. A few of these have been put in 
as experiments and have been found to 
be much more satisfactory than the 
ordinary kind. The company has there- 
fore ordered 125 of them, and will re- 
place the old ones with the new 
throughout the business part of the city 
at the rate of 25 a week. 


The new lights give about 25 per cent 


more light than the others, and run for 
90 hours without having the peculiar 
carbon that they burn renewed. The 
company intends to put them in at the 
same rate as now charged for those at 
present in use. The new arcs are the 
same as the two recently put on the 
ornamental pole at monument square. 


In order to provide for the extra de- 


mand caused by the new acrea, the 
company is putting in a new arc light 
machine, which arrived and is now be- 
ing set up. To provide for emergencies 
the company is also putting in a new 
300 horse power engine and 250 horse 
power boiler.

TO CRUSH CONSPIRACY, 


Minister Gallifet Removes 


General Zurlinden, 


Paris, July 8.—General Zurlinflen has 


been amoved as Paris military gover- 
nor, 
but retains his membeiihip in the 


supreme council o£ war? General Bru- 
gore, formes tliiaf of the late President 
Can-Hit's military household, has been 
appointed military governor. 


GENERAL, ZOKLiHDKH. 


The removal of General Zurlincten as 


military governor of Paris by De Galli- 
fet, minister of war, was not unexpected, 
but it shows the purpose of the govern- 
ment to crush conspiracy against Drey- 
fus by striking at the leaders. It should 
be borne in mind throughout the com- 
bined Dreyfus-Picqu&rt crisis, which 
reached its climax a few weeks ago, that 
the men who must stand or fall in the 
struggle were General Meroier, minister 
of war when Dreyfus was condemned; 
Generals De Boisdeffire, Gonse, De 
Pellieux, formerly of the general staff, 
and General Zurlinden. 


In view of this peculiar interest is 


naturally attached to both the person- 
ality and oOcial position of General 
Zurlinden, twice minister of war and 
twice military ifovern'or of Paris. 
His 


sc-nsational ass,.'tiott of his prerogatives 
at a very critic^ juncture in 1'affaire 
Dreyfus was, perhaps, the most startling 
of the many surprises In contemporary 
French politics. 


Compared with the average French 


general of division General Zurlinden is 
still rather junior in. point of age, being 
only in his 61st year, the youngest officer 
commanding an army corps being 59, 
•while several approach the age limit, 
which is 65. General Zurlindsn is an 
Alsatian by birth, and, entered the army 
In 1856. He served as captain in the 
Franco-German war, and was taken 
prisoner at Metz. Escaping from the 
German fortress of Spandau, he was 
employed by the government of national 
defense, and after the war rose in due 
course to the rank of colonel in 1881. In 
1885 he became a brigadier, and in 1890 
a very young general of division. In 
1P.95 he was called from an army corps 
command to take up'the portfolio of war 
in the Ribot cabinet, which waa the first 
ministry formed under »J. ^aure's presi- 
dency, and which lasted for nine months. 


General Zurlinden entered upon his 


duties a few weeks after the degradation 
of ex-Captain Dreyfus, which took place, 
it will be remembered, on Jan. 5, 1895. 
His next experience was as military 
governor of Paris, in which post he suc- 
ceeded General Saussier in 18S7. Early 
in September, 1S98, General Zurlinden 
was again offered the war portfolio in 
place of M. Oavaignac. He accepted, 
but resigned almost immediately on the 
question of revision of the Dreyfus trial, 
being succeeded by General Chanoine. 


Before leaving the ministry of war he 


drafted instructions to the military gov- 
ernor of Paris for the trial by court- 
martial of Colonel Picquart. This drait 
was approved by his successor, 
and 


meanwhile General Zurlinden had been 
reappointed military governor of Paris. 
He consequently found himself in a posi- 
tion to carry out his own orders, and the 
promptitude with which he did so, in 
spite of the fact that Colonel Picquart 
was a. leading witness in the revision! of 
the Dreyfus trial, intensified the sus- 
picion attached to the attitude of the 
higher military authorities in Paris. 


For the first time since the history of 


this miserable Dreyfus business began 
to unfold itself, the name of the republic 
of 
France was 
really 
threatened. 


Imagine a prosecuting attorney sitting 
as judge before the case he hadl worked 
up, and you have an intimation of what 
General Zurlinden, military governor ol 
Paris, triea to do. 


The charge against Colonel Picquart 


was that, while chief of the secret in- 
telligence department of the French 
army, he had Illegally communicated 
the documents in his keeping, or, to be 
more explicit, that he had furnished the 
friends of Dreyfug with proof of the in- 
nocence of the prisoner "of the He du 
Diable and of the guilt of Esterhazy. All 
evidence showing that Picquart had be- 
trayed ,his trust was furnished by the 
forger and suicide. Lieutenant Colonel 
Henry. From a purely legal point of 
view, the government, in the light of 
Henry's denials at the Zola trial, had a 
doubtful case against Picquart; after 
the accuser's confession arid death, it 
had no case at aM. Another charge must 
therefore be made, and General Zurlin- 
den, as minister of war, made it; It was 
that of forgery and of using forged docu- 
ments. Thus Picquart is taken out of 
the charge of the correctional police and 
incarcerated in the military prison of 
Cherche-Midj to await trial _by a, court- 
martial, which General Zurlinden, as 
military governor of Paris, would ap- 
point and instruct. 
( 


Nothing that has happened within the 


year so forcefully demonstrated the des- 
perate means that the army heads re- 
eorted to in order to maintain the in- 
tegrity of the Dreylus sentence; nothing 
so broadly suggested the deplorable 
•weakness of the government's case; 
nothing so revealed to the world the 
•nercilcsrf wickedness of the leader* at 
the army of France as this action of 
General Zurlinden. 


But on June 13 last the chamber of In- 


dictments decided thatthere was no case 
against Lieutenant Colonel Picquart, or 
against Maltre Leblois, his counsel, 
against whom charges were also made 
In connection with the case. The Judg- 
ment of the court finally exonerated Pic- 
quart, who was released from prison, 
after being nearly a-year in confinement. 
Thus discredited, it only needed the 
strong hand of De Gallifet to make 
Zurlinden pay the penalty of his mach- 
inations. Policy undpubtedJy prevent- 
ed his punishment from being heavier.

Biadstreefs Estimates Point to Unprecedented 


Totals aud Enormous Gains For the Year. 
New York, July 8.—Bradstreet's says: 


Holiday observances and semi-annual 
stock takings have worked toward quiet 
in general trade and industry, but trade 
advices point to rather more than the 
average businggs being done. 
Ad- 


ditional results of the season's work 
brought to light are fully as favorable 
as those indicated in Bradstreet's re- 
port last week. 


Bank clearings' returns fully bear out 


estimates given last week, pointing to 
unprecedented totals and enormous 
gains, while Bradstreet's report as to 
prices point to a steady strengthening 
of quotations of staples and exception- 
ally few decreases in prices registered 
in June. 
All indications favor a total 


of export trade little below that of last 
year's phenomenal total. 
Preliminary 


reports as to railroad gross earnings in- 
dicate exceptionally good showings for 
the month and the half-yearly period, 
the gains being the heaviest reported 
this year. 


Exceptionally promising conditions 


present themselves in most lines of trade. 
Distributive business on seasonable ac- 
count is naturally on a small scale, but 
orders for fall delivery are reported par- 
ticularly liberal, and making favorable 
comparisons with last year. In the Iron 
trade the strength of prices and demand 
is still the most notable feature. 


The industrial situation is slightly 


easier, mainly owing to the increasing 
likelihood of a compromise between the 
tin-plate makers and their employers. 


Prices of the bettev grades of woolen 


goods have advanced on active demand 
from dealers aud manufacturers, and in 
sympathy with the advances at London 
The manufactured product is strong, an<3 
the new season opens we1!. Cotton has 
Strengthened considerably, owing to 
very heavy rains culminating in dis- 
astrous floods in Texas. 


The wheat market has moved within 


a narrow range, the closing days of the 
week witnessing considerable firmness 
on short covering. 


Among the industries which report a 


more cheerful outlook than for some 
time past is that of anthracite coal. 


Rather more strength is noted in lum- 


ber at many markets east and west, and 
the same is true of leather, particularly 
calfskin, for which it is understood tha 
government is in the' market for con- 
siderable quantities. ' Sugar has sym- 
pathized with tendencies of foreign 
markets, in which speculative activity 
has figured conspicuously. 


Unprecedentedly large disbursements 


on dividend and interest account un- 
questionably figure in the heavy volume 
of clearings ihis week, the aggregate be- 
ing $1,651,146,337, an.increase of nearly 
1 percent over those .of last^week, again 
of 34 percent over those of one year ago

?i»0,000, one of the bonds 'being for ?10,OCO, 
secured by cash deposits. Of this amount 
$5000 was deposited by John P. Farley of 
Boston. As Farley wished to withdraw 
this for investment he arranged to have 
his place taken in the bond by two Bos- 
ton men, whom he brought to this city 
yesterday for that purpose. The pre- 
liminaries were arranged and Keough 
was formally surrendered, pending the 
filing of the new bond, but at the last 
moment, it is understood, the two Bn«- 
ton men backed out of the agreement, 
leaving Keough in the custody of Sheriff 
Clark.

Detroit, July S.—"Showers of Bles- 


sings" and "There's Sunshine in My Sou] 
Today," \\-ere the favorite hymns sung 
by Christian Endeavorers yesterday 
morning en route to the "Quiet Hour" in 
Tent Kr.deavor. However abundant the 
spiritual showers may have been, the 
physical rains were certainJy copious 
enough to drench everything in sight 
and iho utter inability of the Endeavoj 
tents to exclude rain was fully demon- 
strated. 


Rev. Dr. J. W. Chapman, leader of the 


"quiet hour," and H. G. Smyth, the gos- 
pel singer, stood on the speaker's plat- 
form, hats on, during the proceedings 
shielding themselves with umbrellas 
from the streams of water that dribbled 
through the big sheet iron resonator 
overhead. 


Tent Endeavor wag a broad and long 


expanse of shining umbrellas. Scarcely 
anybody found a dry s.«pot to sit upon, 
and it rained inside the tent almost as 
hard, and in places harder, than out of 
doors. The long, decorative bands of 
red and white sagged and drooped like 
sponges, and the banners all looked tired. 
For a iong time the sound of rain on the 
roof precluded hope of speaking or audi- 
ble prayer, so the people sang instead, 
led by four brass instruments sticking 
out from under more umbrellas on the 
stage. After a time there was a short 
partial cessation of the downpour, and 
the "quiet hour" was carried out, amid 
surroundings which made the title a 
misnomer. 


Hundreds of young people braved the 


elements and appeared at the grounds 
for the two main 10 o'clock gatherings, 
but postponement for the time being, at 
least, was inevitable. 


The trustees met to discuss several 


matters left undetermined at Wednes- 
day's meeting. The most important of 
these was the consideration of a protest 
from the Ministerial alliance of Toledo 
against the opening of the gates of the 
Ohio centennial exhibition on Sunday. 
After some discussion, and contrary to 
the expressed wishes of the Toledo repre- 
sentatives, a general resolution was au- 
thorizd protesting, in the name of the 
Christian Endeavor society, against 
opening the gates of any national ex- 
position or fair on the Sabbath. 


Another resolution was authorized 


protesting against the seating of Con- 
gressman-elect Brigham H. Roberts of 
Utah. 


The trustees consumed some time in 


the discussion of matters concerning the 
1900 convention at Londc-n.and the meth- 
ods and rates of ocean transportation, 
but adjourned without definite action. 


There is understood to be a plan under 


consideration for the chartering of sev- 
eral large ocean steamships to carry the 
American Endeavorers to England. Sec- 
retary Baei- says the idea is to make a 
straight fare for all parts of the ships, 
and have the second cabins and steer- 
ages fitted up as nearly as possible on 
an equality with the first cabin state- 
rooms, and also to allow passengers full 
privileges of the upper decks and provide 
them with all possible conveniences. 


The mooted quest/ion of the num'ber ol 


people brought into Detroit by the Chris- 
tian Endeavor convention cropped out 
at the outset of last nig-ht's meeting in 
Tent Endeavor, when Secretary Baer 
took occasion to publicly criticise the 
Detroit newspapers for saying that the 
influx of delegates from other states was 
not nearly as great as had been ajitici- 
pated in the local committee's estimates. 


Mr. Baer said he had'no statement yet 


to make about the attendance as com- 
pared with other years. 
He promised 


to make one later, but he called on all 
Kndeavorers present to rise. 
A large 


majority of those present stood up, 
which Mr. Baer assumed to be proof of 
his view of the attendance question. 
The newspapers' estimate of total vis- 
itors is 20,000 in round numbers. 
Mr. 


Baer denied that anybody connected 
with Christian Endeavor committees 
had-ever told Detroit people that they 
had reason to expect 50,000 Endeavorers. 
At all events-, the secretary insisted that 
the Christian Endeavorer tents had 
never before been so crowded and over-1 
flowed at every one of the main meet- 
Ings. 


Bishop B. W. Arnett'(colored) presided 


over Tent Endeaovr meeting. 
Rev. 


Dr. Quayle of Indianapolis, one of the 
speakers on the evening program, was 
announced to have been called to Kan- 
sas to the bedside of his dying father. 
E'ilent prayer was offered in behalf of 
Dr. Quayle. 
The devotional -sxercises 


were led by Dr. R. R. Patterson of San 
Francisco; the moments of meditation 
and prayer by Rev- George E. Soper of 
St. Pauh 


The address of the evening was by 


President Barrows of Oberlin college. 
During its delivery the rain descended, 
Increasing until the noise on the roof 
almost drowned the sound of Dr. Bar- 
row's voice, and he was compelled to de.- 
sist. 
Umbrellas were raised all over the 


tent, but comparatively few left, and 
the crowd stayed and sang song after 
song, overcoming all sounds of the 
storm, and all ideas of increasing dis- 
comfort. 
At length the rain ceased 


long enough to allow Dr. Barrows to 
proceed. 


Largely attended evangelistic services 


were held during the noon hour at fac- 
tories, public squares and wharves 
throughout the city. The afternoon was 
given up to conferences in the larger 
churches. 


The afternoon features of interest for 


13ndeavorers was a conference of dis- 
trict and city union officers, conducted 
by Secretary Baer. 
Many suggestions 


for strengthening the unions and f.ur- 
thering the cause through 
fraternity 


were brought o*ut by the discussion. 


Other features were conferences of 


junior society workers, of the "floating 
society" and of the "Travelers union." 


The maetlng in Tent Kndeavor took 


the form of a memorial service. 
Eu- 


lugies were delivered upon the life and 
character of Gladstone. Frances 13. 
Willatd aiifl George Mueller, "the apostle 
of prayer." 
Dr. Clark presided, and 


the devotional exercises were conducted 
by Rev. E. E). W. Jones of Alleghany, 
1'a. 


Rev. Dr. Wayland Hoyt of Philadel- 


phia spoke In honor of "Our Soldiers and 
Sailors." Tremendous applause greeted 
Ii1 <r reference to Admirals Dewcy and 
Schlcy and Theodore Roosevelt, and to 
the American successes in the battles 
« the Spanish war. 


A novelty on tne program, which 


aroused great enthusiasm, was the In- 
troduction of Rev. Mr. Mazerona, a Jia- 
tive Cuban, and an ovang^li^t among 
the people, who expressed his thanks 
to the American people for the liberation 
of Cuba. 


The rain, which during the latter part 


of the meeting dashed against the can- 
vas and in rime degree penetrated Its 
crevices and voured down on the people 
within, could not affect 
the staying 


powers of the big audience, and the meet- 
ing was concluded with no diminution 
of the crowd.

MAN-OF-WAB'S MEN. 


fHEIR QUEER CALCULATION AND NO- 


TIONS ABOUT THE SERVICE. 


<th« Absurd Dirttoetfcm Made Between * 


Ye*r and a "Butt"—Odd Idema the Bine- 
jacket HM About Work and Way Aboard 
Ship and on land. 


On the day after bis enlistment for a 


fwriod of three years the American man- 
of-war's man begins to figure on the 
amount of time that is to intervene be- 
fore his discharge. He has "two years 
and a butt" to dp, the "bntt" being 
the remaining 11 months and 29 days of 
the first year. On the day following his 
completion of the first year of his enlist- 
ment he has only a year" and a bntt to 
get through. No matter if the butt is 
only a single day under a year in length, 
the bluejacket contemplates the term 
with the blandest complaisance. It is, 
at any rate, not a whole year, even 
thougfi it be 364 days, and this fashion 
of throttling each year of his secvioe 
makes him happy; it seems to bring 
bis discharge and the more or less tem- 
pestuous joys he carefully maps out long 
before' hif 
discharge' within closer 


range. When he has put in 18 months 
of an .enlistment, he breaks out the 
homeward bound pennant; he is going 
' down the hill, and when 'he has finally 
'achieved two years and has only the 
butt to accomplish joy fills his cup. 
. 
"Once a sailor always a sailor" is 


Nnot strictly true, of man-of-war's men of 
the American navy. Only about one- 
half of the men who complete one en- 
' listment ship for another three year 
cruise, but about nine-tenths of the 
men who put in two cruises settle down 
to a lifelong continuance in the service. 
Six years of navy life seem thoroughly 
to inoculate them with what the Ger- 
'uans call wanderlust When a blue- 
jacket passes a few of his summers in 
Ibe latitude of the North cape and a 
'couple of winters down among the Ber- 
mudas or in the salubrious south Pa- 
cific, he ia likely to acquire a dislike 
for the climate of the United States, 
and this dislike has more weight than 
'anything else informing his decision to 
'remain in the navy. Moreover, after a 
'few years in the navy the bluejacket 
seems to become possessed of the odd 
'.idea that he is really doing nothing 
'aboard ship to earn bis pay, that the 
'perpetual scurry in which he is kept 
'from all hands in the morning until 
'pipe down at night is really not work, 
and with this quaint notion he also ac- 
'quires an exceedingly exaggerated idea 
of the terrific amount of grinding labor 
1 a man has to perform in order to gain 
a livelihood ashore. Put to a bluejacket 
jwho has put in a couple of naval cruises 
the direct question, "Are you going to 
'take on' again when your time is out?" 
In nine oases out of ten he will look 
'yon in the eye with an expression of 
[stupefaction and inquire, "What the 
devil dor yon think I'm going to do— 
'•work?" 
| But for all of the resignation with 
which he in time comes to regard a 
/lifelong career in the navy the blue- 
jacket gazes forward at first with a 
, Wistful eye to the arrival of the day of 
ibis discharge, and when that day finally 
'approaches within clear view—is only 
! about a month in the perspective, for 
'instance—he presents a singular picture 
'of nervous anticipation and is not 
worth a water rotted rope yarn for 
'work. - He moons about his ship like a 
'nan in a dream, consuming great quan- 
tities of tobacco that he finds flavorless, 
'and during this period he is pretty like- 
ly to miss a few ship's calls in bis ab- 
jitraclion and get himself jumped upon 
'at the mast for the delinquencies. His 
shipmates with comparatively 
long 


periods still to serve on their enlist- 
ments regard him with the jaundiced 
eye of envy, which they show by pictur- 
ing to the short time man the most 
gloomy things that await him as soon 
as he steps over the gangway, beach 
bound, with bis bag and hammock. 
| Overtime men being shipped back to 
this country on a man-of-war are not 
compelled to do any of the ship's work. 
They simply stand the military calls, 
eat their meals and smoke their pipes; 
watching the while with lazy happiness 
the daily round of labor of the less for- 
Itunate bluejackets attached as mem- 
bers of the crew of the ship on which 
they themselves are practically passen- 
'gers. The overtime men occasionally 
emit arrogantly humorous directions to 
'these temporary shipmates, the ship's 
'company of the boat that is hauling 
them home. "Owan, now, and shine up 
that bright work, yon long time dub I" 


• they will shout to » deckhand when the 


officer of the deck is aft and out of hear- 
ing, and "Get down to your banker, yon 


grimy flatfoot and rake out your coal" 
is the kind of thing the man of the 
black gang below hears from the pas-

Wnat They Are Doing In the Trench- 


en In the Philippine*. 


When the deeds of courage andvalou 


in the Philippines have become a part 
of familiar, history, one of its brightest 
pages will be given to the wives and 
maidens who bore a part so nobly with 
the Kansas troops. They were present 
in the trenches, ready^with their band- 
ages to give, first aid to any stricken 
soldier, and about the hospitals their 
Cheerful presence and deft nursing gave 
comfort to many a wounded boy. In 
the letters written to home folk by the 
Kansas wounded we find mentioned the 
names of Mrs. Fnnston, wife of the 
colonel; Mrs. Scblieman, wife of the 
chaplain; vMrs. Buchan, wife of the 
Kansas City, captain; Mrs. Whitman, 
wife of the junior major, and perhaps 
more frequently yet the names of Miss 
Bradner and Miss Ollie O'Brien, eaya 
the Kansas C5ty Journal. Miss Bradner 
went from Kansas to India 
several 


years ago as a missionary. With the 
breaking out of the Spanish war she 
proceeded to Bfngkong, and then, after 
Manila had fallen, to the Philippine 
capital, where she at once installed her- 
self as a nur^e in the Twentieth Kan- 
sas. She kept at the front with the 
boys all through the late campaign and 
applied the first relief to all the wound- 
ed that came within her reach. It is 
related by one Kansas boy that dur- 
ing one of the fierce engagements this 
young woman eat by his side in the 
trenches coolly passing cartridges to 
him as fast as be could fire. 


Miss Ollie O'Brien is a Topeka girl 


who went to Manila last summer on 
pleasure bent; When the wounded com- 
menced to come from the front, she 
volunteered to go into the hospital as a 
nurse, and she has attended to her 
duties faithfully and well. Mies O'Brien 
is naturally of the army. When, a bit 
of a babe, she was adopted into the 
family of Captain O'Brien, and the 
people of Hays City remember well the 
pretty little girl who used to flit about 
their town when the captain was sta- 
tioned at the nearby fort. 


Miss O'Brien is tasting for the first 


time in her life the delight of being 
something in tha world besides a social 
favorite. She writes to friends that 
there ia no other word but "glorious, 
She is learning to be thrilled by the 
crash of guns, the tramp of men and 
tbe blast of bugle. The flag is no longer 
a pretty rag fluttering in the whilom 
breezes; it is the soul-of a nation, 
speaking its serious thoughts. When 
she wraps the wounds of patriots, she 
feels that she is soothing the hurts ol 
her country, and tbe strength and 
broadness of it ia coming to her like a 
great light out of darkness. All of this 
Mies O'Brien tells in her letters, and 
she aays she is not shocked or griev- 
ing, btit happy-—fiercely happy.

' Just as tbe history of Celtic, Roman, 
Bason, Dane and Norman occupation is 
parked in England by the geographical 
names that these various peoples have 
left so in our own country the many 
Indian names of rivers, lakes, moun- 
tains, districts and towns remain a per- 
manent witness, independent of written 
history, to the fact tbat tbe red man 
possessed the land before us. 


I Here, as in other parts of the world, 
"language adheres to the soil when the 
lips that spoke it have been resolved in- 
to dust. Mountains repeat and rivers 
murmur the voices of nations denation- 
alized or extirpated in their own land." 
; The Indian names tbat dot the map of 
America are full of meaning. 
Many of 


them, when translated, -are found to 
contain curious bits of native thought 
or fancy, history or tradition. Some, 
like Niagara and Oregon, are so euphoni- 
ous that they easily lend themselves to 
the nses of the poet. Others, such as 
Mooetocmaguntio, 
Molliohnnkamnnk, 


Wellokenepacook, are as savage as were 
the people tbat originated them. 


I Indian geographical names are very 
similar in origin to their personal 
namea The Dakota Indians of the 
present day have applied to General 
prook 
the name Wi-oan-hpi-yamni 


i(Three Stars), in allusion to the stars 
on the shoulder strap of a general's uni- 
form, and the cue suggests the name by 
[which the Chinese are known to them— 
Pe-oo-kan-yan-han-ska (scalp lock.) 


I • This same quality of poetio descrip- 
.tiveness is seen in most of thair local 
and their river names. Modern explorers 
and geographers often apply personal 
names to natural objects, and thus we 
|have Mount Hood, Pike's peak, the Mao- 
jkenzie river, Hudson bay and many 
others. The Indians never did this, 
though sometimes they gave their tribal 
names to rivers near which they lived. 
The Hudson river was known to the In- 
dians of New York as Mohioanittnck, 
'the river of the Mohicans, and the na- 
tive name of the Delaware was Lena- 
pewihittuck, the river of the Lenape, 
or Datawares. 
i The Assiniboin Indians of Canada 
jhave left their name to a province, a 
'river and a town.

'until we learn that this tribe, unlike 
the other Indians, made no clay pot- 
'tery, but boiled their food by placing 
redhot stones in waterproof vessels of 
bark.

I name tbat refers to the peculiar way in 
'which these Indians wore their skin 
robes, the points hanging down behind 
and before. Eskimo is an Algonkin 
'word meaning eaters of raw flesh. Zu- 
ni, the people of the long nails, alludes 
to the fact that the medicine men of 
this-pueblo always wore their nails 
long. 


A South Carolina river, whicn now 


bears the prosaio name of Broad, was

thoroughly, put into hot muffin pan and 
bake in quick oven. 


BLACK PUDDING. 


One cupful of sugar 'and three-fourths

In 
a saucepan put one table&poonful of 
dried raw ham, one tablespoonful dried 
bacon, two slices onion, one sprig of 
parsley, one-half of a bay"l«at Cover 
End heat slowly until the bacon is tried 
out and the fat browned; add one tea- 
spoonful of butter, and when well 
browned one tablespoonful of flour. Stir" 
until all is WPll colored, add one and one- 
half cupfuls of strong stock, and stir un- 
til thick. Season to taste and simmer 
for half an hour. Skim and strain. 
When the squabs have cooked for half 
an hour a<*d one-half of this sauce and 
cook for half an hour longer. Put the 
remainder of the sauce at the side of 
the fire, adding to It one-half of a 
| cupful of canned mushrooms or one 
i dozen fresh ones, broken into small 


I pieces. When the birds are tender, as 
j they should be at the end of an hour's 
' cooking, take the casserole from the1 


oven, lift out and transfer the squab to 
a hot dish. Strain the sauce, add to it 
that containing the mushrooms, and 
pour it over the birds. 


MACARONI WITH CODFISH. 


Soak one-half of a pound of codfish 


over night, drain, and break it into small 
flakes, removing any skin and bones, 


j and steam it until tender. On a platter 


arrange a layer of the macaroni, then a 
layer of the fish; add a few slices of hard- 
boiled eggs, then another layer of the! 
macaroni and the fish, and set it over a, 
steamer while preparing the sauce. In 
a saucepan put one tablespoonful of but- 
ter, and one of flour, one-quarter of a' 
teaspoonful each of salt and pepper; stir 
over the fire until mixed; add a cupful 
of milk and stir until it is smooth and1 
thick.

STRAWBERRY JELLY. 


One quart strawberries, one large cup, 


sugar, juice of one lemon, tivo-.th.irds of 
a package gelatine butuked in one cup 
cold water, one pint boilmg water; mash, 
the berries and strain through a coarse 
muslin. Mix sugar and lemon juice with, 
the soaked gelatine, pour over the boiling 
\vater,stir until clear,then strain through 
a flannel bag. Add the strawberry juice, 
strain again without squeezing the bag.', 
Wet a mold with a cylinder in the cent 
ter, pour in the jelly and set on ice to 
form. When serving fill the center with, 
sweetened whipped cream. 


CRUMPETS. 


Melt one small tablespoonful of lard;' 


add to it one egg and one and one-half 
gills milk. Beat -well, then add oi.e-half 
teaspoonful salt, one teaspoonfui sugar,! 
one and one-half teaspoonfuls bakir,^ 
powder sifted with tn o and one-halt gills 
of flour. Bake in muffin rings in a very 
hot oven at once for five minutes. This 
quantity makes six crumpets. The se- 
cret of success is quick making and quici* 
baking.

Choice Recipes From Many Sources and 


of Acknowledged Worth. 


MARIE LOUISE FRITTERS. 


Scald one cupful of milk and let it cool; 


when luke waxm add one-half of a 
yeast cake, which has been dissolved in 
two tablespoonfuls of warm water. 
Measure one quart of sifted flour, and 
from it take sufficient to make a drop 
batter. Beat well and set aside until 
light. Add he remainder of the flour, 
four tablespoonfuls of butter, melted, 
sis eggs, welltbeaten, one-half of a cup- 
ful of sugar ind one-half of a cupful of 
finely chopped almonds. Knead for a 
few moment.', and set away to rise. 
When light push down with the fingers; 
do this twice: when again light turn out 
on a floured board, roll out quite thin, 
and cut in circles with a two-inch cut- 
ter. Spread one-half of the circles with 
any firm jelly and cover with the re- 
maining circ ',s, pressing them lightly 
together. Cover with a floured cloth and 
let stand until light. Drop a few at a 
time into a kettle of hot fat, drawing the 
kettle aside, that they may not cook 
too quickly. When brown, drain and roll 
in powd«red sugar. 


PRESERVED STRAWBERRIES. 
To one pound of berries use three- 


fourths of a pound of sugar,, in layers 
(no water). Place in a kettle on back 
of the stove until the sugar is dissolved 
into syrup; then let co,me to a boil, stir- 
ring from the bottom. Spread on plat- 
ters, not too thickly, and set out in the 
hot 'sun till the syrup thickens—it may 
take two or three days. Keep In tumb- 
lers or bowls like jelly. Strawberries 
done in this way retain their color and 
flavor. 


NORMANDY CAKE. 


" Take~a stale loaf of cake, cut off the 
top, and scoop out the inside, leaving the 
sides and bottom 1% inches thick. Crum- 
ble one-half of the fragments into dish, 
add one-half a tumbler of raspberry 
Jelly and one cupful or more (according 
to the size of the cake) of a rich egg cus- 
tard.

pany. This conference lasted till noon 
and resulted in the complete settle' 
ment of the misunderstanding. 


The operatives and firnf both were 


anxious to have the affair settled as 
quickly as possible, and both were dis 
posed to make an effort to look at hot! 
sides of the Question. 


On returning to work the old sched 


ule, of two different measurements fo 
the different grades of cloth, will be in 
force, but aside from the fact that the 
arrangements were perfectly satisfac 
tory to both sides,' those interested 
were not disposed to talk of the set 
tlement.
